Tho Convention advocates 
went forward; their delegates mot in Conven- 
tion, and proceeded to form a Territorial Con- 
stitution on the true Popular Sovereignty 
principle. The Constitution formedis evidently 
mado tp mainly from that of California. Upon 
the ona adopted by the Convention tho people 
ofthe Territory were called upon to vote ou 
the came day upon which our State election 
was held—the Wednesday after the first Mon- 
day in September. 
| The provisions relating to tho clective fran- 
chise, in article one, are the came as in this

| Article second provides that the Executive

Foreign Nows. 

Tho Zunch Confederates met on the Sth of 
August, according to the announcement. 

Sardinia wos represented, It was fully con- 
t gtìituted. 

The Government of Zurich hod welcomed the 
ambassadors, and were to give them a fife on 
the 11th. 

The first sitting of the Congress took place 
on the 8th of August, at which the Sardinian 
represontatives casisted. Tho second sitting was 
| hold on the yth, but nothing transpired as to tho 
j proceedings, 

On the sth of August, the affairs of Italy were 
debated in both Houses of Parliament. 

In the House of Lords, tho Marquis of Nor- 
;manby inquired if thore wag any objection to 


produce the papers relative to the projects of 
peace, transmitted to Austria befere the treaty 
of Villafranca. He denounced the conduct of 
i the Court as ona-sided, ond evincing the desire 
| to malatain neutrality. i 

| Lord Woodhurst replied, reiterated the stato- 
| ment thot England gent off terms of peace to 
Austrio, at the request of France, but without 
giving any advice or expressing any opinion on 
the subject. He gaidit would be most incen- 
| venient to produce the documents im the present 
state of the negoti» tions. 

Earl Grouville ackaowledged tho act of Lord 
John Russell as tho united act of the Cabinet. 

In the House of Commons, Lord Elcho moved 
on address to the Queen, declaring that 1t would 
I bo inconsistent with the honor snd dignity of 
Englond, after having preserved s atrict neutral- 
ity, to take a port in ony conference for setthag 
the details of peace, preliminaries of which have 
already been arranged between the Emperors of 
France and Austria. Lord icho praised the 
neutrality course of tho late Government, and 
censured the anti-Augtrian feeling evinced by 
the present Uabinet. 

Nidnoy Horbert argued that the neutrality ex- 
pired with the war, and that he saw no reason 
why England could not consistently join in the 
l Congress. 

} Horseman and Whiteside spoke in favor of the 
| rezolution, and denounced the foreign policy of 
| the Government. 

Lord John Russell again prosiawnied that the 
Government had not the shghtest intention to go 
into s Laropean Cangress to settle tho details of 
the peacs of Villafranca. Nobody ever invited 
thom to do so. 

After some debate, the motion was withdrawn.

SO ES ERR PRED 
KıLLED BY a Buast.—On Saturday morning, 
Sept. 3d, a mon named William Sproal was 
killed by a blast in the Dutch Washington 
Tunnel near Foreat Hill, The Courier says: 

Sproal and his partner, Jo. Stephens, were 
tamping 2 blast—Stephens holding the rod and 
Sproal using the sledge. They had got the 
blast about half tamped when, by some awk- 
ward lick of the sledge, the fuse was cut and 
the blast went off almost instantly. The men, 
discovering by the sound of the burning fuse 
what was about to happen, made an attempt 
to make their escape and avoid the conse- 
quences—one by throwing himself flat upon 
the ground and the other, the deceased, by 
running away. He had not proceeded but a 
few feet, however, before the explosion took 
place, hurling the tamping rod against the top 
of the tunnel, bending it almost double, when 
it rebounded, striking the deceased on the hip, 
breaking the bones of the hip and back and 
driving them into his body. Stephens, al- 
though badly hurt by having a large stone 
thrown upon his foot, mashing and cutting it 
very severely, thought nothing of his own 
wounds until he had succeeded in procuring 
help from the cabin—a considerable distance 
up the hill from the mouth of the tuonel— 
and lodging the deceased in bed, after which 
his own wound had become so sore that he 
could not walk. Deceased leaves a brother in 
this country, and an aged father and mother 
in the town of Millersburg, Stark county, Obio, 
who were almost wholly dependent upon his 
exertions for a support. He was about 28 or 
29 years old. This is the second man who has 
been killed in the Dutch Washington Tunnel 
within the last twelve months. 


Freuont as 4 Minen.—Col. Fremont is ac- 
tively engaged in building a new quartz mill of 
forty-eight stamps, near his mill erected lest 
Spring at Ridley’s Ferry. A large number of 
workmen are employed upon the foundation of 
it and in preparing material. The motive 
power will be the same as of the former one, 
viz: one or two turbine wheels, to run which 
ample water power is afforded by the great 
dam last Winter constructed across the Merced 
river. The mill spoken of ns in operation runs 
sixteen stamps and is yielding very band- 
somely, We learn, upon good authority, that 
for some weeks past not much leas thon $500 
per day bas been realized.— Mariposa Gazette.
